First B52, Another 
F i l l Are Shot Down 


SAIGON (UPI) — The first B52 bomber of the 
war was shot down today by the North Vietnam­ 
ese and two other aircraft — including a $15 
million F ill swingwingjet fighter-bomber — wrere 
reported lost over Indochina. 


Pentagon sources said the 
--------------------- - 
sources 
eight-engine B52 was apparent­ 
ly hit by a surface-to-air missile 
near Vinh, in the southern part 
of North Vietnam. 
The crippled plane limped 
across the border into Thailand 
before it crashed 12 miles from 
the big American air base at 
Nakhon Phanorn. 
.All six members of the crew 


ejected safely and were rescued 
within two hours, the Pentagon 
said. 
The F ill was the fourth of 
the swingwing planes to go 
down, since the controversial 
jets were returned to combat in 
Indochina in late September. 
The command said it could not 
pinpoint the location where the 


Iow'-flying F ill went down and 
was unable to give the condition 
of the two-man crew. 
In Bangkok, a U.S. Air Force 
C47 crashed while attempting to 
land late Tuesday at Nakorn 
Phanorn Royal Thai Air Base, 
killing two crewmen and injur­ 
ing eight. 


The loss of the American 
planes followed the downing of 
three F4 Phantom jets over 
North Vietnam, Thailand and 
Laos earlier this week. Of the 
six F4 crewmembers, the com­ 
mand said, one was missing, 
two were killed and three were 
rescued. 


Reports reaching Washington 
on the circumstances under 
which the B52 was hit were 
unclear. An official announce­ 
ment simply said the bomber 


crashed in Thailand at noon 
EST today, which was midnight 
in Southeast Asia. 


“ It was most probably a SAM 
(surface-to-air missile) rather 
than a MIG that got it.’’ a 
Defense Department source 
said “ That is the best informa­ 
tion we have.” 


The North Vietnamese have 
long tried to bag one of the big 
bombers, sometimes with SAMs 
and sometimes by guiding MIG 
fighters into position for hit- 
and run attacks with aerial 
rockets. 


The B52 was shot dowm dur­ 
ing one of the heaviest series of 
raids mounted against North 
Vietman. 
Bombing has been limited for

Abortion Law Is Eased 
By State Supreme Court 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 
The 
State Supreme 
Court 
struck down today the Califor­ 
nia abortion law’s requirement 
for a hospital committee's ap­ 
proval of the operation. 
The 
court’s 
4-3 decision 
means that a woman in the first 
20 weeks of pregnancy may 
obtain a legal abortion if it is 
performed by a licensed doctor 
in an accredited hospital. 
The judgment therefore rests 
solely with the woman and her 
physician. 
The court ruled that the med­ 
ical criteria required to obtain 
approval of an abortion were 
unconstitutional because they 
were “ impermissively vague.” 
The court then held that re­ 


quiring approval by a medical 
committee was invalid because 
the committee could not func­ 
tion without applying valid 
medical standards. 
The court’s action upheld all 
but these two provisions of the 
1967 Theapeutic Abortion Act. 
The court did not rule on the 
constitutionality of the bar 
against abortions after the 20th 
week of pregnancy. 
The decision was wrritten by 
Chief Justice Donald R. Wright 
with Justices Raymond E. Pe­ 
ters, Mathew O. Tobriner, and 
Stanley Mosk concurring. Jus­ 
tice Louis H. Burke filed a 
dissent joined by Marshall F. 
McComb and Raymond L. Sulli­ 
van.

Nixon Lifts 
Travel Ban 
On China 


THURMONT, Md. (AP) — 
President Nixon today lifted a 
rigid government ban on travel 
of U.S. aircraft and ships to 
Communist China. 
The action, announced by a 
spokesman at Nixon’s Camp 
David, Md.. retreat, is a first 
step toward eventual establish­ 
ment of scheduled air and sea 
service to the long-isolated 
Communist superpower. 
The changes in government 
regulations do not automatical­ 
ly. however, clear the way for 
scheduled service. A complicat­ 
ed set of details still must be 
worked out before U.S. airlines 
can routinely land in such cities 
as Peking, said press secretary 
Ronald L. Ziegler. 
In a brief statement, the 
White 
House 
said 
‘‘these 
changes are made to facilitate 
development of trade and con­ 
tacts between the American 
and Chinese peoples in the spir­ 
it of the joint communique is­ 
sued in Shanghai on Feb. 28.” 
This was a reference to the 
statement issued after Nixon 
completed his hitoric journey to 
China early this year. 
A statement, issued simulta­ 
neously by the Commerce and 
Transportation departments, 
said modification of the regula­ 
tions reflects Nixon’s “ intention 
to review existing restrictions 
on trade and travel . . . in an 
effort to create broader oppor­ 
tunities for contacts between 
the Chinese and American peo­ 
ples.” 
The President’s action elimi­ 
nates China from a regulation 
that still prohibits U.S. carriers 
from landing in North Korea 
and North Vietnam. 
Officials said Commerce De­ 
partment approval still would 
be required before U.S. airlines 
could begin service to China. 
Also required would be approv­ 
al of the Chinese government 
and agreement on such details 
as landing rights.

The regional water board 
is to consider regulations for. 
Sausalito houseboats Nov. 28. 
But, on the motion of Council­ 
man Evert Heynneman, the 
council agreed to consider 
amending the ordinance later 
on to relax some of its more 
stringent controls on houseboat 
construction. 
The new ordinance provides 
that no houseboat shall be per­ 
mitted in the city, temporarily 
or permanently, without a con­ 
ditional use permit.

Viet Peace 
Talks Enter 
Third Round 


PARIS (LTI) —American and 
North Vietnamese negotiators 
today started a third round of 
secret talks aimed at ending 
the Vietnam war. 


North Vietnamese negotiators 
Le Due Tho and Xuan Thuy 
arrived at the villa which has 
been used for the meetings in 
the village of Gif-sur-Yvette 25 
miles south of Paris at 2.30 
p.m. (8 a.m. EST). 
White House aide Henry A. 
Kissinger drove up a few’ min­ 
utes later. 
The two sides then entered 
the red-roofed house to start 
their third session in as many 
days. 


Kissinger conferred in Brus­ 
sels earlier today with Presi­ 
dent Suharto of Indonesia, then 
sped back to Paris for today’s 
talks. Indonesia has been men­ 
tioned as one of four nations 
that will supervise any cease­ 
fire. 
Kissinger also conferred for 
45 minutes with Pham Dang 
Lam of South Vietnam at the 
U.S. Embassy residence and 
with Ambassador William J. 
Porter, who leads the American 
negotiating team at the weekly 
Paris peace talks. The session 
this Thursday was canceled be­ 
cause of the American Thanks­ 
giving. 
The South Vietnamese envoy- 
left the residence swiftly to 
avoid newsmen. He was accom­ 
panied by his delegation’s No. 2 
man, Nguyen Xuan Phong, and 
two aides. 


In addition to recommending 
council adoption of the plan, the 
commission proposed that most 
of the peninsula be placed in a 
planned development district, 
enabling closer city scrutiny of 
construction schemes, and en­ 
dorsed rezoning of 97 acres 
sought, by T. I. Properties, on 
whose lands a huge multiple 
residential-commercial com­ 
plex is envisioned. 
The commission, with all its 
votes unanimous, proposed as 
well that about 25 additional 
acres in private hands on the 
peninsula be included in a form 
of holding zone for eventual 
inclusion in the planned devel­ 
opment district. 
Purpose of this action, ex­ 
plained Arthur M. Stout, direc­ 
tor of city planning and com­ 
munity development, is to stall 
anticipated applications for 
construction in such areas as 
Wood Island. 


Attorney Albert Bianchi, rep­ 
resenting a group of Wood Is­ 
land Property owners, told the 
commission that plans are un­ 
der way for construction of a 
motel on the bay side of the 
island, located on Corte Madera 
Creek just east of the North­ 
western Pacific Railroad right- 
of-wav. 


T. I. Properties has proposed 
up to 1,550 multiple dwelling 
units on the Hutchinson Quarry 
and Remillard lands it holds, 
together with a cluster of shops 
and, like Bianchi’s clients, a 
motel. If built as proposed over 
a period of up to eight years, 
the dwellings w’ould increase 
the c ity 's population by nearly 
half the present 8,000. 
Critics, 
including former 
Towm 
Meeting 
chairman 
Charles Brousse and Arthur 
Sestak, husband of City Coun­ 
cilman Joan Sestak, expressed 
concern over the development’s 
impact on the community. 


Amid calls for more study, 
opponents raised similarities 
between the conclusions of the 
Coleman plan and the T. I.

In turning down a plea Tues­ 
day to put aside the sentence, 
U.S. District Judge W. Arthur 
Garrity Jr. said that when a 
privilege such as that claimed 
by Popkin “ comes into conflict 
with the grand jury 's duty to 
run down fully a crime, those 
rights must y ield.” 
Popkin was cited for con­ 
tempt after he failed to answer 
grand jury q uestions in Octo­ 
ber. 197 1. The grand jury , sit­ 
ting in Boston, had asked him 
about his friend Daniel Ellsberg 


and about other matters con­ 
cerning the papers. 


“For 
me 
to answer these 
q uestions would betray my per­ 
sonal and scholarly e th ic s .” 
Popkin said in a statement be­ 
fore entering the Norfolk Coun­ 
ty House of Correction in Ded­ 
ham Tuesday . “ If scholars are 
to be q uestioned without re­ 
strictions about their sources, 
grand juries will become the 
g o ve rnm e nt’s instrum ent to 
limit the free flow of informa­ 
tion about government to the 
public. 


“ This is intolerable in a de­ 
mocracy , and I could not justify 
any part I might take in setting 
this precedent." 


Popkin had appealed the cita­ 
tion, but the Supreme Court 
refused to hear the case.

NEW YORK (UPI) - The

LOS ANGELES (UPI) — Re­ 
porter William Farr, faced with 
an indeterminate sentence for 
refusing to reveal the source of 
a story about the Manson fami­ 
ly , was ordered back to jail 
Tuesday , 
then given a last- 
minute delay . 
It was only 30 minutes to 
F a r r ’s deadline to surrender 
when Superior Court Jud g e 
Charles H. Older stay ed his 
own order to send the newsman 
to jail. Older scheduled gnother 
hearing for nex t Monday . 
"I am very grateful for the 
stay ,” 
Farr said. “ I get to 
spend Thanksgiving at home.” 
Older and Farr, 37 , have been 
involved in a test of wills and 
legal principles for 18 months 
over Farr's refusal to name the 
sources of his story . 
F arr spent four hours behind 
bars last Thursday , which was 
to have been the beginning of 
his indeterminate sentence, af­ 
ter the U.S. Supreme Court 
refused to hear F a r r ’s appeal. 
Legally . F arr would be re­ 
q uired to stay in jail until he 
purges himself of contempt of 
court by answering the judge's 
q uestion. If F arr continues to 
refuse, as he has said he will, 
he could be kept in jail until the 
judge leaves the bench, which 
could be the rest of the judge’s 
life, or Farr's. 
F arr was released shortly af­ 


ter he was jailed last Thursday 
because a three-judge Court of 
Appeal took under considera­ 
tion his petition for a writ of 
habeas corpus, which would 
have freed him. 
But Thursday morning the 
appeals court turned down the 
petition, as “ without m e r i t” 
and F arr was “ remanded to the 
custody of the sheriff of Ix is 
Angeles County ” and ordered to 
surrender. 
Just as F arr was ready to go 
back behind bars, Older issued 
an order stay ing ex ecution of 
the contempt sentence until a 
hearing Monday , at which the 
six attorney s who took part in 
the Manson trial will again be 
called for q uestioning. 


By rne scheduled a hearing 
for Nov. 30 on the issue, and 
indicated that if the motion is 
denied, testimony in the trial 
will begin Dec 6.

Wo lfe was a rre s te d alo ng 
with fo u r o th er perso ns in a 
raid o n a Bo linas h o u se last 
Febru ary . Twenty -two po u nds 
o f h ash ish were seized by feder­ 
al agents. 


T h ree o th er perso n s h av e 
pleaded gu ilty to ch arges in 
co nnectio n with th e h ash ish and 
o ne is a fu gitiv e. 
Due to be sentenced Dec. 15 
are Kenneth Mich ael Stev ens, 
22, o f Mill Valley , and Peter B.

North Sau salito. Earlier this 
y ear the cou ncil had redu ced 
the nu mber of u nits permitted 
to 38 0, then repealed that densi­ 
ty after 540 residents of nearby 
areas presented the city with a 
referendu m petition opposing so 
m any dwellings in the 14-acre 
site.

Under a complicated formu ­ 
la, if the city cu t tax es and 
other cities and Marin Cou nty 
didn’t, Nov ato cou ld wind u p 
with a lesser share of the fu nds 
nex t y ear. 
“ I think this is basically 


wrong,” Ru egg said. “ We may 
see fit to u se it for other pu r­ 
poses than tax redu ction, bu t 
we shou ld be able to u se it as 
we see fit withou t strings.” 
(N ov ato’s s h a re of federal 
rev enu e sharing fu nds this y ear 
is $115,000.) 
Cou ncilman George C. Qu esa- 
da said the intent of rev enu e 
sharing was to retu rn the mon­ 
ey , “ou r money ,” to local gov ­ 
ernment and let it decide how­ 
to u se it. 
“They are pu tting a lot of 
strings on it,” Qu esada said. 
“ We shou ldn't be penalized if 
we u se it to redu ce tax es.”

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Time To Beware 
Holiday Shoplifter 


The Christmas shopping sea­ 
son is upon us, that time of 
year when adults go mad in the 
hectic race against time while 
their youngsters go ecstatic in 
anticipation of Santa and his 
goodies. 
For all the fuss and rush that 
the season entails, it should be 
a pleasant time of year for 
most oi us. But for the unfor­ 
tunate few who fall victim to 
the shoplifter or thief, the holi­ 
day season can be tragic and 
filled with bitterness toward 
fellow men. 


THE FED ER A L Bureau of 
Investigation reports that shop­ 
lifting is one of the fastest 
growing occupations in the 
country, costing merchants $3.5 
billion annually. The New Je r­ 
sey Retail Merchants Associa­ 
tion estimates that one out of 
every 10 shoppers is a shoplif­ 
ter, and 95 per cent of these are 
amateurs. 
The public always suffers, 
because shoplifting costs are 
largely passed along to the 
consumer through 
higher 
prices and increased taxes to 
underwrite the costs of prose­ 
cution, insurance and store de­ 
tectives. 
Chambers of Commerce and 
law enforcement agencies in 
Marin and throughout the na­ 
tion launch special campaigns 
during the holiday season to 
combat the expected wave of 
shoplifting and thefts. 
Schools in many areas are 
stressing that shoplifting is ille­ 
gal and a conviction could close 
the door on educational and 
occupational opportunities. 
But the shoplifting racket and 


others which victimize stores —

MORETTI SAYS there just wasn’t (and 
isn't' time to enact a reapportionment 
act this year. 
That's strange. During the August-to- 
November recess, the legislators had 
plenty of time to run around the state 
holding "informational'' hearings on the 
so-called Watson amendment. How come 
they didn't do their reapportionment 
work during the same period0 How come 
the legislative staff wasn't grinding away 
at the redistricting statistics and bounda- 
ries? I'll tell you why. Most of the staff 
was out electioneering, that's why. 
No, it wasn't the lack of time that 
prompted Moretti’s rebellion. Moretti is 
pla.ung a numbers game. 
Right now there are only 43 Democrat­ 
ic votes in the lower house. Come Jan. 3, 
there will be 51. That means Mr. Moretti 
will then have to sucker only three or 
four Republicans into voting with the 
Democrats to get a two-thirds (54-vote) 
majority. That's enough to override a 
governor's veto of gerrymandering, and 
enough to force the Senate into a bargain­ 
ing position. 
Moretti is running a bluff. He is gam­ 
bling that the court doesn't really want to 
get into the reapportionment business. 
He figures if the Democrats come up 
with their own plan, early in 1973, the 
court will go along. 
Like I said, let an ordinary Joe try to 
run a bluff like that and he would end up 
in the hoosegow. I used to think that 
politics was for people. Now I know I was 
wrong: politics is for power.

U.S.A. Stands Alone In UN 
For Free Flow Of Information 


WASHINGTON — Something perni­ 
cious and perilous is afoot at the United 
Nations. 
It is gathering landslide momentum 
and its sinister purpose is to stifle global 
news broadcasting by television satellite. 
Its prime initiators are the Soviet 
Union and its totalitarian allies. But the 
prospect of getting “ comfortable” free­ 
dom from any news they don’t want their 
people to hear suddenly became so ap­ 
pealing to other countries that at this 
point only the United States is standing 
against it. 
There are a lot of beautiful words in 
this Soviet proposal but its unbeautiful 
goal is to prohibit worldwide the free 
flow of information whenever any coun­ 
try anywhere objects. 
The momentum at the United Nations 
is all on the side of planetary blackout of 


satellite TV broadcasting. 
The vote was 122 for, one against and 
seven abstentions. 


THE UNITED STATES alone stood up 
to say no. 
Some suggest how awful for the United 
States to allow itself to become so 
isolated. 
I say how proud the United States 
should be to have been the lone protester 
in this sea of headless censors. 
America was being true to itself, true 
to its historic belief in the free exchange 
of information and ideas. 
At this moment on this issue we are 
isolated among governments of the 
world. But I doubt we will long be 
isolated among peoples of the world when 
they come to see that their governments 
are doing to them. 


THE TRUTH IS that this proposed 


treaty, banning any satellite broadcast­ 
ing which might displease any country 
anywhere, is a direct and explicit viola­ 
tion of the United Nations Declaration of 
Human Rights which every member of 
the United Nations has accepted. Article 
19 reads: 


“ Everyone has the right to freedom of 
opinion and expression. This right in­ 
cludes freedom to hold opinions without 
interference and to seek, receive and 
impart information and ideas through 
any media and regardless of frontiers.” 


The U.N. Declaration of Human Rights 
affirms that information and ideas are 
entitled to flow’ across frontiers. 
The new’ Soviet-proposed U.N. treaty 
affirms that satellite television news 
must be withheld by the broadcaster 
when any nation anywhere for any rea­ 
son fears to have its people informed; 


IN HIS LOVELY speech before the 
U.N., Ambassador George Bush summed 
up why the United States stands against 
such censorship: 
“ A primary basis for the maintenance 
of democratic institutions is the continu­ 
ing application of this principle (the free 
exchange of information and ideas), 
which is also enshrined in the U.N. 
Charter. As John Stuart Mill wTote in his 
‘Essay on Liberty’: ... truth has no 
chance but in proportion as every side of 
it. every opinion which embodies any 
fraction of the truth, not only finds 
advocates, but is so advocated as to be 
listened to.’ ’’ 
There may still be time for the peoples 
of the world to see what their govern­ 
ments are doing to them and resist it.

McGovern The Reconciler' 
Still Living In Dream World 


WASHINGTON — In our history, we 
have had Lincoln the Great Emancipator, 
Bryan the Great Commoner, and greater 
and lesser politicians who have carried 
sobriquets bestowed by an adoring pub­ 
lic. What we have now is a politician 
placing himself in nomination, without 
any noticeable public demand, as the 
Great Reconciler. 


The nominator-cum-nominee is George 
McGovern himself, who told his inter­ 
viewers down at Charlotte Amalie that 
“ I ’d like to be kind of a reconciling 
influence” in the 
Democratic Party. 
You and far-flung Democrats may 
sputter at the idea that a man who spent 
tha spring kicking his colleagues out of 
their complacency and the fall compar­ 
ing the President’s actions to those of 
Adolf Hitler is now a candidate 
for 
soother of ruffled feathers. But concede 
to him that all that was before 
the 
election, when excessive zeal and occa­ 
sional overstatement are normal. His 
offer to be a force for joining hands came 
after the returns were in, when he was 
sitting in the sunshine looking calmly 
ahead to the future of his party. 


CHARITABLE DEMOCRATS might 
pick him up on his offer, although he was 
the big loser among them. For the sake 
of 76. they might, say, let us put away 
old grudges. Let us forget how George’s 
legions packed our caucuses and quotaed 
us out of the national convention. Why 
not be willing to ignore the size of the 
margin in the presidential election, and 
skip the fact that the rest of the party did 
quite well, thank you, on Nov. 7?

that when McGovern's willingness to 
volunteer for reconciliation duty is read 
in context. Within a few minutes of it, he 
was again accusing the in party of 
“ massive crimes... sinister plots... 
conniving, deceitful, underhanded deals.” 
He apparently did not realize the election 
was over, and he could get down off his 
hyperbole. 


He admits that he went to bed and 
slept right through the televised election 
returns. What comes out now is that he* 
apparently has not read up on the figures 
since then. He is still talking as if he, 
George McGovern, represents the Démo­ 
cratie Party, and the millions of Demo­ 
crats who w’ere the Democratic Party 
before his advent, who refused to vote for 
him even against Richard M. Nixon, are 
the ones in the minority. He is still as far 
off in his dream world as he was six'1 
months ago. 


For his offer to serve as reconciler was 
made only in initially dodging the ques­ 
tion of whether he would fight to keep his 
own appointee. Jean Westwood, as chair­ 
person of the Democratic National Com­ 
mittee. 
It was accompanied by a slap at the 
“ wreckers,” like the president and politi­ 
cal action driector of the AFL-CIO, and a 
gibe at those who joined John Connally 
as Democrats for Nixon. 
Worse, he preceded it with a strong 
implication that the Democrats who vot­ 
ed for the President were all just George 
Wallace types anyway — and if Wallace 
had kept his third-party candidacy going, 
he (McGovern) might have won. 


NEXT DAY. in the same Virgin Islands 
sunshine, he carried it a step farther. 
“ I've thought for a long time that proba­ 
bly there was an unnatural coalition in 
the Democratic Party... I’m not inviting 
people to leave the Democratic Party, 
but I think if they feel more at home with 
the kind of policies the Nixon administra­ 
tion is pursuing, that doesn’t necessarily 
mean that the Democratic Party ought to 
change its soul, change its philosophy, in 
order to recapture them. It might be that 
it's a more natural alignment for many 
of them to stay within the Nixon party, 
and that some of the more moderate and 
progressive Republicans move into the 
Democratic Party.” 
So there you have the outlines of the 
Great Reconciliation. First, you refuse to 
look at the election returns, you ascribe 
defeat to everything except the possibili­ 
ty that you were wrong on the issues, the 
chance that the American people did not 
agree with a candidate who seemed to 
say you don’t have to work, you don’t 
have to do your duty to your country, and 
anybody who thinks you do is out of touch 
with the times. 
Then you read organized labor, con­ 
servative Texans and approximately 10 
million Wallace enthusiasts out of* the 
party as beyond redemption — and hope 
you will get Chuck Percy, Jake Javit$ 
and Ed Brooke in return. 
You cling to the conception that your 
ow’n is the only true faith, and all others 
are evil, or misguided at best, and that 
with a little time the draft-dodgers will 
prove to stand at the center of American 
opinion. 
And if you prevail, the Republicans will 
remain in office for the rest of the 20th 
century.

Reapportionment 


The Marin County Board of 
Education last night decided it 
didn’t like a proposed plan to 
reapportion its trustee areas 
and came up with a counter­ 
offer, one of which permits two 
members to run for reelection. 
Last week the Marin County 
Committee on School District 
Organization adopted a redis- 
tricting plan for the county 
board creating two entirely new 
areas and preventing incum- 
■ bents Patrick W. Pollock and 
Arnold Doicim Jr., from seek­ 
ing reelection in April. 
The counterplan, titled “ Pro­ 
posal II, ” unanimously ap­ 
proved by the board last night, 
follows elementary school dis­ 
trict boundaries, said Asst. 
Supt. Robert E. Spain. 


The main difference between 
the reapportionment favored by 
the school district organization 
committee and the board itself 
is in the population represented 
by members. 
Under the committee’s plan, 
the seven members would rep­ 
resent populations ranging 
from 33,687 to 27,545. Under the 
board’s proposal, members 
would represent populations 
varying from 22,270 (the Reed 
Union and Sausalito school dis­ 
tricts), to 41,260 (San Rafael 
elementary district).

Marijuana was found in 
the house and in Miss Olsen’s 
purse, agents said. 


Pot Case Dropped; 
Evidence Destroyed 


A felony charge of possessing 
marijuana against a former 
Waldo Point man was dis­ 
missed yesterday because Sau­ 
salito police inadvertently de­ 
stroyed the evidence against 
him. 
Police Capt. R. David Malkin 
said the evidence was de­ 
stroyed earlier this year when 
the department “ purged” its 
evidence locker during remod­ 
eling of the police station. 
With no evidence to hear, 
Judge David R. Baty of Marin 
Municipal Court freed Doonald 
Bruce Peebles, 25, who had 
been missing for two years 
since his arrest Oct. 28, 1970, in 
Sausalito. 
He was rearrested this month 
on a warrant and told a Marin 
judge he left the county be­ 


cause he was “ tired of being 
harassed.” 
His flight apparently saved 
him from the marijuana prose­ 
cution, but he wasn’t so lucky 
on another charge that was 
waiting for him. 


He is scheduled to go to trial 
Jan. 2 in Marin Superior Court 
on a charge of selling $100 
worth of LSD to an agent and 
possessing marijuana in Sep­ 
tember 1969.

Before embarking on a home 
ca re program , how ever, all 
plaque and tartar, the hardened 
substance that develops from 
old plaque, should be removed 
thoroughly by a dentist or a 
dental hygienist. A professional 
cleaning on a regular basis 
isadvisable because it catches 
any tartar that might collect in 
the most diffieult-to-reach parts 
of the mouth, and checks any 
possibility of unrecognized in­ 
fection. 
B rushing rem oves plaque 
film from the outer and inner 
surfaces of the teeth and the 
biting surfaces. You should 
brush gently, with enough pres­ 
sure to feel the bristles 011 the 
gum. but not so much that you 
feel discomfort. 
For outside surfaces of teeth 
and inside surfaces of back 
teeth, position the brush with 
bristles at the junction between 
teeth and gum s. Move the 
brush back and forth with short 
strokes several times. 


FOR THE INSIDE surfaces 
of the upper and lower front 
teeth, hold the brush vertically 
making gentle back and forth 
strokes over the gum tissue and 
teeth. The brush can effectively

After brushing, rinse vigor­ 
ously to remove all loosened 
plaque. 
The next step 
is flossing. 
Starting with a piece about 30 
inches in length, wrap the floss 
around the middle finger of 
each hand at about the level of 
the first joint. 
A small working arc, with the 
thumb and forefinger as guides, 
put you in position for flossing 
the upper teeth. For the lower 
teeth the forefinger of each 
hand is used to guide the floss. 
The fingers controlling the floss 
should not be more than one- 
h alf inch a p a rt. The floss 
should not be forced between 
the teeth, but inserted gently by 
sawing back and forth at the 
point where teeth contact each 
other. 
Slide the floss gently into 
place, down to the gum tissue, 
but not into the gum to cause 
discomfort or bleeding. Using 
both fingers, the floss should be 
moved up and down the side of 
each tooth until the surfaces 
are squeaking clean. 
Again rinse all plaque and 
food particles that have been 
loosened. Finally, check the job 
you've done with a disclosant.

Valenti Back To Polls 
To Support The Ratings 


MIAMI BfcACH (UPI) - Ja ck 
Valenti, who learned just about 
all there is to know about public 
opinion polls during his years 
as a political aide, is using the 
polls again to point out the 
popularity of the embattled 
movies rating system. 
Valenti, a former assistant to 
President Lyndon Johnson and 
now president of the Motion 
Picture Association of America, 
said Tuesday a yearly polls has 
shown 54 to 56 per cent of the 
public finds the “ X ," “ R .” 
“ P G " and “ G " ratings useful. 
Valenti told a meeting of the 
National Association of Theater 
Owners that two years of poll­ 
ing, using a larger scientific 
sampling than that of either the 
Gallup or Harris political polls, 
shows .34 to 36 per cent find the 
ratings “ not useful” with 9 to 10 
per cent undecided. 
“ If this were a political poll, 
the results would be considered 
a landslide vote for the rat­ 
ings.” Valenti said. 
Valenti told delegates to the 


theater convention that all seg­ 
ments of the industry must 
stick together in backing the 
much-disputed system of rating 
movies. 
He said the alternatives 
would be either chaos or “ the 
government doing it for us. 
“ It's not perfect. There are 
flaws and we are working on 
them." Valenti said. “ The min­ 
ute we start quarreling among 
ourselves, this whole house is 
going to come tumbling down. 
He called on theater owners 
to help educate the public that 
the system does not try to 
establish the quality of films 
but to serve only as a guide for 
parents in selecting movies for 
their children to see. 
Valenti said a way would 
have to be found to prevent 
youngsters from watching X- 
rated films from streets outside 
drive-in theaters. 
“ I think parents have a point 
when they complain about 
drive-in theaters,” he said. 
“ It's not right that their chil­ 


dren can see an R or X-rated 
film from the street. 
Julian S. Rifkin of Boston, 
chairman of the organization’s 
ratings committee, said re­ 
searchers are working to devel­ 
op a “ containment screen" for 
drive-in theaters which would 
keep films from being seen 
from the street.

Ali Cut Eye Doesn't 
Curb His Cockiness 


STATELIN E, Nev. (U PI)— 
Not even a cut eye, the first of 
his professional career, blunted 
the cockiness of Muhammad 
Ali. 
“ I am the undeclared cham­ 
pion of the world.” boasted Ali 
after his knockout of light 
heavyweight champion Bob 
Foster before 1,941 paying cus­ 
tomers inside a plush gambling 
Casino 
and 
a 
nationwide, 
closed-circuit television audi­ 
ence Tuesday night. 
But Foster, even after being 
decked six times before being 
kayoed 40 seconds into the 
eighth round of their scheduled 
J2-rounder, disagreed. 
; ‘‘There is no way Ali can beat 
joe Frazier,” Foster said. 
Both hoped the fight would 
propel them into a rematch 
with Frazier who won his 
heavyweight crown with a deci­ 
sion over Ali in 1971. Foster 
suffered a second-round knock­ 
out at Frazier’s hands in 1970. 
,\li, who weighed 221 1-4 to 
Foster’s 180, suffered his first 
cut since his third fight as an 
amateur when Foster slashed 
his left eye in the fourth round. 
Through the rest of the bout, 
Ali wiped away a small trickle 
of blood with his glove and took 
the best shots Foster offered 
without further serious effect. 
After the bout. Ali said Foster 
“ was real good.” 
“ Foster gave me more trou­ 
ble than Floyd 
Patterson, 
George Chuvalo ... more trou­ 
ble than all the rest,” said Ali. 
“ This includes Frazier. 
“ Foster is a better fighter 
than Ffazier who has only one 


punch—a left hook. He (Foster) 
tagged me in the fifth.” 
In that round, Foster landed 
a series of both lefts and rights. 
Ali appeared to feign injury and 
staggered about the center of 
the ring. 
“ He tagged me and I played 
possum so he would think I was 
faking, so I would have a 
chance to recover,” Ali said. 
As for the cut which was 
stitched. Ali said, "It was worth 
$250,000.” 
That amount was Ali’s guar­ 
antee for the bout which drew a 
gross of $169,475 in the show­ 
room at the Sahara-Tahoe Hotel 
Casino. Foster got $125,000. 
Ali took command in the fifth 
by scoring four knockdowns. 
The first w-as with a right. Then 
it was a short left hook to the 
jaw, another left put the deputy 
sheriff from Albuquerque, 
N.M., down a third time. The 
fourth time Foster was saved 
by the bell. 
In the seventh, Foster landed 
his strongest punches of the 
night, including more lefts to 
the cut eye. 
But suddenly Ali blasted Fos­ 
ter with a hard right and two 
left hooks to send him down 
again. A minute later after 
Foster gamely landed a hard 
right, Ali scored another hard 
right and two lefts for the 
second knockdown of the sev­ 
enth round. 
Then came the eighth which 
lasted just long enough for Ali 
to cross the ring and throw a 
long, looping overhand right 
that finished his 41-pound light­ 
er opponent. 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Jon 
Matlack of the New York Mets,

1967. free agent draft, 
was 15-10 last season and might 
have won 20 wih better offen­ 
sive support. His 15 victories 
were second only to Tom Seav- 
er, the 1967 NL rookie choice, 
on the Mets and Matlack’s 
earned run average of 2.32 was 
fourth best in the National 
League. 
The 19 votes awarded to Ma­ 
tlack were the most given to a 
rookie since 
tthe late 
Ken 
Hubbs of the Chicago Cubs won 
the award in 1962. 
Rader, who moved into the 
No. 1 catching job with the 
Giants when 
Dick Dietz was 
traded off, batted .259 last sea­ 
son with six home runs and 41 
runs batted in. Milner, who 
batted only 
.238, was New 
York’s leading home run pro­ 
ducer with 17. 
Matlack, whose full name— 
Jonathan Trumpbour Matlack— 
provides a certain elegant ring, 
broke into organized baseball in 
1967 at age 17 with Willamsport 
of the Eastern League, appear­ 
ing in only two games. His first 
full season was in 1968 with 
Raleigh-Durham of the Caroli­ 
na League, where he finished 
13-6 and struck out 188 batters 
in 173 innings. 
He spent the next three sea­ 
sons at Tidewater of the Inter­ 
national League, where he put 
together marks of 14-7, 1211 and 
11-7. He was 0-3 after being 
called up by the Mets late in 
1971.

The thundersto rm sea so n is o v er fo r the g rea ter 
pa rt o f the co untry — July 15 to Oct. 1 5 is the 
wo rst perio d — but it must ha v e been a ba d 
.summer fo r ma ny bo a ters, beca use sev era l ha v e 
a sked a bo ut the po ssibility o f a bo a t being struck 
by lig htning . 
First, le t’s esta blish the po sitiv e side. Judg ing 
ro m pa st perfo rma nce, the cha nce o f being killed 
by lig htning while in a bo a t is v ery sma ll. There is 
a fa r g rea ter cha nce tha t y o u wa ll be killed by a 
ca r while cro ssing the street to mo rro w. 
But the danger is there 
One a u thority on thu n d e r­ 
storms estimates that an aver­ 
age of 450 people are killed b y 
lightning across North America 
every year, and ab out 25 of 
these are likely to b e in b oats. 


However, if you are huddled 
in a sailb oat under a b are mast 
with a heavy thunder cloud just 
overhead, and the lightning is 
striking the water everywhere 
you look, 
it’s hard to have 
much confidence in the laws of 
chance. 


You'd 
feel 
much b etter if 
your 
m ast 
was thoroughly 
grounded b y a heavy wire into 
the water. Then if you were hit, 
the lightning b olt would do no 
damage. 


To b e safe, all aluminum or 
other metallic masts, and all 
metallic fittings at the ends of 
wooden masts, yards, b ooms, 
or spars on a sailing craft 
should b e grounded. On pow­ 
ered craft a metal rod type of 
radio antenna is an excellent 
protection if properly grounded. 
O therw ise the short m ast 
should have a grounded metal 
tip, or if there is no mast, the 
highest metal part of the b oat 
should b e grounded. 
The 
grounding 
conductor 
should b e no less than No. 8 
copper wire. It should run as 
straight as possib le to an un­ 
painted 
grounding plate fas­ 
tened to a wetted part of the 
hull. 
Thunderstorms and weather 
hold great concern for b oaters 
as shown b y the questions we 
get; 
\. 
How can lightning strik­ 
ing a wooden mast hurt you? 
Wood is a non-conductor . . .? 
\. 
Every wooden mast has 
some moisture in the wood, so 
it's a partial conductor of elec­ 
tricity. The lightning, in p ass­ 
ing through this semi-conduc­ 
tor. generates so much heat 
that the water and other vola­ 
tile components in the wood are 
turned into vapor in a flash. 
These create so much p ressure 
they literally cause the wood to 
explode into dangerous frag­ 
ments. 


Q. 
Does it harm a fib re 
glass b oat to drive it hard over 
choppy water? 


A. 
Yes. the d am age just 
takes a lot longer to show up in 
a fib re glass reinformed plastic 
b oat b ecause if is so tough. A 
plastic b oat will tolerate for 
years the kind of ab use that 
would b reak up a wood b oat in 
one season. 
Q. 
What should you do if 
caught out in a storm in a small 
b oat? 
A. 
Keep engine or outb oard 
going and head into the wind 
and waves as slowly as possi­ 
b le. Wait it out rather than 
trying to b uck it and make for 
shore. If your power plant quits 
and the winds are violent, get 
everyb ody to lie down in the 
b oat. Keep the center of gravity 
as low as possib le. 
Q. 
How ab out a b ig b oat in 
rough water? 
A. In a b ig power b oat, don’t 
try to run for shelter if it means 
going downwind. If you should 
get 
turned 
b roadside to the 
waves you're dead. Keep head­ 
ed into the wind and waves and 
wait it out. You should have a 
sea anchor just in case the 
engine quits or you run out of 
fuel. Even a plastic pail on the 
end of 75 feet of rope will keep 
the 
b ows p ointed 
into the 
waves. 
Q. 
What’s a drogue? 
A. 
I t ’s another word for a 
sea-anchor, a device which acts 
as a drag to keep the b ows 
headed 
into the wind and 
waves. Even a plastic pail is 
useful for a small outb oard or 
sailb oat caught out in a sudden 
storm on an inland lake. 
Q. 
What's the most impor­ 
tant precaution in traveling in 
b ad weather and rough water? 
A. Anyone who ventures on 
deck should have a life line. He 
should b e securely attached to 
the b oat b y a length of strong 
rope around his waist or to a 
proper harness. In rough water 
a man overb oard is a very 
serious prob lem b ecause of the 
danger in turning the b oat or 
b acking up to try to fish him 
out.

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Large Scale Desalting 
Of Sea Water Is Seen 


SAN DIEGO — Large scale 
desalting of sea water using the 
reverse osmosis process will be 
economically feasible within 
five years, an industry expert 
has predicted. 


He is Seymour S. Kremen, 
head of reverse osmosis re­ 
search and development for Ru­ 


ga Systems, division of Gulf 
Environmental Systems. San 
Diego. He forecasts that by 
1977. Gulf will be able to build a 
desalinizatioh plant — utilizing 


Ruga's reverse osmosis mem­ 
brane modules — that will 
produce fresh water from sea 
water at a cost of 39 cents per 
1000 gallons. 


“ And it may be possible to 
reduce this cost .''till further - 
to as low as 33 cents per looo 
gallons.'' Kremen adds. He 
points out that a price of 39 
cents would 
for example, be 
competitive in Southern Califor 
ilia with the eost of delivered 
natural fresh water 
Kremen explains that reverse 
osmosis is a process in which 
water is forced through a semi­ 
permeable membrane to re­ 
move impurities.

SACRAMENTO (UPD - 
Ne­ 
gotiators have agreed to a mod­ 
ified $1.1 billion bill backed by 
Gov. Ronald Reagan and As­ 
sembly Speaker Bob Moretti 
which would provide property 
tax relief and more money for 
schools. 
A married homeowner earn­ 
ing $15,000 a year with two 
children would receive an over­ 
all tax reduction of about $90 a 
year under the bill. The same 
person who rents would see his 
overall taxes increased about 
$15. 
The proposal would increase 
the sales tax from five cents to 
six cents on the dollar, boost 
the bank tax rate from 7.6 per 
cent to 9 per cent and the 
corporation tax rate from 11.6 
per cent to 13 per cent. 
it would also provide about 
$550 million for schools with 
about $220 million of that going 
for school property tax roll­ 
backs. 
Describing it as the “ best 
school bill in the history of the 
state.' Moretti said he planned 
to push ahead with the measure 
despite continued opposition in 
the Senate, which has twice 
rejected similar versions of the 
bill. 
Reagan branden the oppo- 
nents as a “ little band of recal­ 
citrant senators" seeking “ im­ 
possible changes'' in the bill 
About four hour> after Re- 
agan made his remarks to 
newsmen, a two-house confer­ 
ence committee accepted other 
amendments supported by the 
governor 
The measure could 
come up for a final vote as 
early as next Monday. The leg­ 
islature is scheduled to adjourn 
Dec. 1. 
Moretti said the negotiators 
decided to increase aid to urban 
schools by $32 million, bringing 
the total to $82 million. A pro­ 
posed boost in the homeowners' 
income tax exemption was des­ 
crea sed by $32 million and the 
funds

schools. 
The measure 
was reduced 
from $1.2 billion to $1.1 billion 
by eliminating a $103 million 
vehicle license fee increase 
which would ha\e gone to local 
governments.
